The rates of local bodies for 
vocational education are to be in- 
creased by one penny in the £ as 
from April Ist next. The present 
rate in the county boroughs and the 
urban districts is 6d, in the £, and 
in other places 4d. 

This increase is provided for in 
the Vocational Education (Amend- 
ment) Bill, the text of which was 
issued yesterday. 

It is also provided that the rating 
authorities shall-be obliged to raise 
a rate to enable — con- 
tinuation education to be provided, 
and, if the Minister for Education 
should be dissatisfied with the pro- 
vision made án this regard, he is 
being given powers to cause the 
Councils of the four county 
boroughs and the Borough of Dun 
Laoghaire to raise a rate equa! to 
2d. in the £, and in other areas ld. 
in the £, tor the purposes of the 
scheme, these rates to be in -addi- 
tion to the annual local contribution 
for that year for this purpose. 

The Minister also proposes to’ take 
powers to fix the age limits of all 
officers of committees.

Planning in England 


The British Minister of Town 
and Country Planning has issued 
two memoranda for the guidance 
of planning authorities. Some of 


recalled by the incident at ihe 
recent opening meeting of the 
College Historical Society, when 
several women students, who had 
received invitations to the meet- 
ing, were refused admission. 


Naturally, the women concerned|! 


are annoyed, and feel that the 
official apology which they are to 
receive in no way compensates for 
their treatment; and it must be 
conceded that, with a little fore- 
thought, the officers of the Society 
could have avoided marring their 
otherwise excellent meeting by 
such discourtesy. In many of the 
societies of Trinity College women 
now hold important offices; and 
it woul have been easy to include 
a note, in any invitation to the 
officers of such societies, pointing 
out that the rules of the College 
Historical Society and of the 
Collego forbade women to attend. 
On the other hand, it is difficult 
to see how, when the initial 
mistake had been made, the con, 
tretemps could have been avoided. [é 


Both the major societies of Trinity : 


College, the College Historical 
Society and the University Philo- 
sophical Society, exclude women}! 
from their membership; and an 
Auditor or President who over- 
rode the rules on his own 
authority would be liable to im- 
peachment, and perhaps would be 
forced t+ resign his office. Further, 
since no special permission had 
been secured from the College 


authorities to admit women to the|w 


meeting—normally they are ex- 
cluded from the grounds after 6.0 
p.m.—the Auditor would have 
contravened the College rules if 


to attend. It is difficult to believe, 
of course, that the women were}: 
unaware of the traditions and 
rules of the Society ; but—perhaps 
rightly—they have taken the 
opportunity of drawing attention 
to their position in the College. 
The two major societies are among 
the few exclusively male fortresses 
left in Trinity, Another, the 
luncheon buffet in Le Dining 
Hall, was the scene of a 
demonstration some years ago, 
when three hardy women ventured 
in, and were summarily ejected. 
Now the opportunity has arisen 
of a Blitekreig on the College 
Historical Society, the oldest, and 
probably the most conservative, 
society in the College. The 
feminists have taken it. Whether 
they succeed in winning this 
battle for equality depends in 
part upon the degree of support 
that the pioneers receive from 
their own sex. If they do succeed, 
a mighty tradition will have gone ; 
but their obviously abundant 
energy may prove in the end to 
be a valuable and vital influence.

POST-WAR RELIEF 
FOR EUROPE 


Recently returned from America, 
where he has been seein people 
interested in post-war relief for 
Europe, the Rev. Dr. A. C. Craig, 
Secretary of the British Council ot 
Churches, and a former chaplain of 
Glasgow, University, is at present 
visiting Dublin. He said that he was 
delighted to find that there were a 
great many people in Ireland in- 
terested in the question of post-war 
relief and rehabilitation. 

As the war went on it seemed more 
and more likely that it would be 
followed by a period of dire hard- 
ship in many countries, in which 
there would be an acute ‘scarcity of 
food and clothing. 

There were two bodies in Great 
Britain with whom he was in touch 
—the Council of British Societies 
for Relief Abroad and the Committee 
for the Reconstruction of Christian 
Institutions—which were anxious to 
prepare for helping in the difficulties 
that would arise after the war. So 
far they had not been able to obtain 
from official sources any detailed idea 
of what assistance they would be 
allowed to give, but he had been 
told by an official in gen ais 
that it was quite certain that the Ip 
of the voluntary societies would be 
called upon.

Cross Headquarters in Geneva. 
The Irish Society is also sending 
£500 to the League of Red Cross 
Societies. This is in addition to a 
sum of £500 already sent this year 
to the International Red Cross 
Committee. 

Miss Hentsch said tha in 
organising the exchange of letters 
between belligerent countries her 
society had been faced with the 
biggest task it had ever had. It not 
only arranged the exchange of 
letters with prisoners of war, but 
also with - civilians, whose families 
were separated. Up to May 25th 
last eight million family messages 
had been sent through the Com- 
mittee. In arranging communica- 
tions with prisoners of war, over 
3,500 people were engaged, of whom 
over 2,500 were voluntary workers, 
many of them nurses, who came 
in to do two hours’ work after their 
day’s work. U to December, 1942, 
over 39 million~ prisoners-of-war 
letters had passed through the 
Committee’s offices. 

She knew that in Ireland there 
was no need for the society 
undertake the training of profes- 
sional nurses, but she was glad to 
know, both from its bulletins and 
from what she had seen in Dablin 
and Limerick, that the Irish society 
was giving instruction in home 
nursing, and that they were foster- 
ing the Junior Red Cross.
